“It has become a vehicle of the 
corporate interests—a nefarious 
corporate scheme—and it has got 
to stop.” 

Athlete Fails to Show Up. 

There was one hitch in the open- 


‘ing performance of the Legislature. 


Abe Mickal, State University foot- 
ball star, tucked his books under 
his arm and went to classes, flaunt- 
ing Senator Long’s order that he 
go through 4 ceremonial seating as 
a State Senator. 

Mickal failed to appear for the 
mock seating last night. Long had 
a ready explanation—that Mickal 
had to study. But authoritative 
word went around that the 22-year- 
old Syrian-born candidate for All- 
American halfback honors refused 
to have anything to do with the 
procedure. 

The Senate thereupon granted 
him a five-day “leave of absence’’— 
the length of time the Legislature 


will sit. 


Mickal persisted in his silence, 
unbroken since last Saturday, when 
Long directed a campus mass meet- 
ing at which 3000 students “elect- 
ed” the football player to the seat 
held formerly by J. Y. Sanders Jr. 
of East Baton Rouge Parish. 

Coach and Long Confer. 

A short time before the hour for 
the “seating” last night, Capt. “Biff” 
Jones, football coach, conferred with 
Long, but all either would say as 
the Senator stalked away was that 
Mickal “had to study.” 

An official explanation of Mick- 
al’s absence came from Senator 
Harvey Peltier, an administration 
leader, who proposed the five-day 
leave for Mickal, to let him “do his 
work at school and go forward with 
his preparation for his football du- 
ies.” 

. The Senate granted the leave, but 
another administration man, Sena- 
tor Jules Fisher, jumped to his feet 
and suggested that a committee of 
three be appointed to lead in the 
“athlete-Senator.” “Have the Ser- 
geant-at-arms bring him here,” 
cried Fisher. “Have him arrested.” 

He yielded the floor, however, 
when the chair said that a commit- 
tee already had been appointed to 
escort Mickal before the Senate to- 
day. But the Senate does not meet 


today, having adjourned until 2 p.

HITLER AID SOLE ARBITER 
OF PRICES IN GERMANY 


Dr. Goerdeler Under New Decree 

May Take “Drastic Measures” 

to Enforce Rulings. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 13.—Changes in 
the prices of any commodity or 
article in Germany was made sub- 
ject today to the approval of Dr. 


Karl Goerdeler, Chancellor ditler’s 
Commissioner for Control of Prices. 

The decree making Goerdeler final 
arbiter of prices in Germany em- 
powers him to take “drastic mea- 
sures” against middle men and oth- 
ers who attempt to evade his rul- 
ings. 

To prevent price increases, the 
formation of trading companies of 
an “intermediate character” also 
was made illegal without the Price 
Commissioner’s approval. 


CHINESE PUBLISHER WAYLAID 
AND MURDERED BY BANDITS 


His Automobile Held Up on High- 
way Between Hangchow and 
Shanghai.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 13.—Sze Liang- 
Tsai, newspaper publisher, was shot 
and killed by bandits today as he 
was motoring from Hangchow to 
Shanghai. 

The outlaw band held up the au- 
tomobile, shot down Sze, his chauf- 
feur and another, and then escaped. 

Sze was the owner of Shunpao, 
China’s leading daily.

The character 
witness was Joel D. Hunter, super- 
intendent of the United Charities, 
who explained that the younger In- 
sull was now chairman of that or- 
ganization’s Executive Committee 
and had been its president. 

“Do you know his reputation?” 
asked Attorney Thompson, who rep- 
resents both the Insulls. 

“IT do, and it is good,’ Hunter re- 
sponded. 

Scheel Tells of $900,000 Loss. 

“The more I came to know him 
the more I admired him,” _ said 
Scheel, referring to Insull. He tes- 
tified that he worked for Utility 
Securities Co. for 10 years before 
he met Insull. 

Scheel said he lost $90°,000—his 
private fortune pius what he could 
borrow—in Insull Utility Invest- 
ments, Inc., twin company of the 
Corporation Securities Co. 

“In July of 1929, I met Mr. Insull 
one day, and he said some promi- 
nent people, including Sidney Z. 
Mitchell and John Hertz, were buy- 
ing I. U. I. stock,” he testified. 

Mitchell he identified as presi- 
dent of the Electric Bond & Share 
Co. and Hertz as president of the 
Yellow Cab Co. 

“T said I’d like to get in,” the wit- 
ness related. “Mr. Insull said: ‘All 
right, you can get some at 90.’ 

Borrowed $500,000 From Bank. 

“T had about $400,000 in cash, and 
10,000 shares of I. U. I. stock,” said 
Scheel. “I pledged the shares and 
borrowed $500,000 from the Conti- 
nental Illinois National Bank & 
Trust Co. Then I sank the whole 
$900,000 in I. U. I. It went up to 149 
in the next five weeks.” 

Then the fall stock market crash 
wiped him out, Scheel said. He had 
mortgaged a farm, he said, and had 
borrowed $180,000 from his wife, 
along with $10,000 on his insurance. 

“My bank loans were under-col- 
lateralized,” he continued, “and I 
am now insolvent by between three 
and four hundred thousand dollars.” 

H. L. Stuart’s Testimony. 

Harold L. Stuart, head of the bond 
house of Halsey, Stuart & Co., one 
of the defendants, told the jury 
yesterday that efforts to induce 
New York and Chicago banks to 
carry Insull tans without added 
collateral failed.

His plans forbid demonstrations, 
Flandin announced, suppress the 
carrying of arms, and threaten to 
dissolve Parliament if it fails to 
keep the political truce.

The 
fight will be slow, however, he said, 
because “there is no magic wand to 
end the depression.” 

The Premier said international 
stabilization of moneys would be 
sought by continued negotiations 
abroad while lower interest rates 
would be sought at home. 

He praised Doumergue and ac- 
cepted some of his predecessor's re- 
forms intended to strengthen’ the 
premiership, control governmental 
employes and limit Parliament’s 
spending powers, but no mention 
was made of constitutional revision. 
The measure to prevent Parliament 
adding expenditures to the budget 
after the Finance Committee re 
ports it on the floor of the Chamber 
of Deputies already has been in- 
troduced by the Government. 

Asks for Confidence. 

The Chamber's reaction to Flan- 
din’s statement was somewhat re 
strained, but indications were that 
the Cabinet would get a heavy ma- 
jority, possibly as big as that gained 
by Doumergue when he first went 
before Parliament. 

When Flandin praised his prede 
cessor, all eyes turned to watch 
Edouard Herriot, who sat immobile 
during the commendation. The 
praise of Doumergue aroused wild 
applause through most of the 
Chamber, although the Communists 
and Socialists booed.

LOGBOOK OF CANOEIST 
WHO PERISHED AT SEA 


Fishermen Find Record of Man 
Who Passed Through St. 
Lawrence Rapids. 


By the Associated Press. 

PETERBOROUGH, Ont., Nov. 
13.—The finding of a water-soaked 
logbook yesterday convinced rela- 
tives of 24-year-old John Smith that 
he perished last August in an at- 
tempt to cross the Atlantic Ocean 
in a 16-foot canoe. 


Early in September a body iden- 
tified as Smith’s was taken from 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence by fisher- 
men. It was buried at Long Point, 
Port-au-Port, Newfoundland, but 
members of Smith's family were 
never satisfied with the identifica- 
tion because the body was clad in 
a rubber suit. Smith had no such 
garment when he started from here 
last June. 

The log, recognized as belonging 
to Smith, explained his acquisition 
of a rubber suit. One entry was as 
follows: 

“July 17: Left Rockcliffe Hall. 
Was saluted by whistle. Heavy gale 
from astern. Put on and wore 
safety suit donated by Capt. Bow- 
en. Kept very dry and comforta- 
ble in it.” 

The log was found in a can into 
which some water had seeped. The 
can had been partitioned to hold 
five flares in addition to the book. 
Two of the flares had been burned. 

Smith, in setting down the rec- 
ord of his adventure, dismissed 
casually his passage of the St. Law- 
rence Rapids, although he was the 
first canoeist in history to run the 
North Channel and live. Telling of 
this part of his trip he wrote: 

“June 25, 9 a. m.: Left for Corn- 
wall. Weather fine. Came through 
the long Sault Rapids. Took worst 
channel. Took in three inches of 
water after turning around twice.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—A dec- 
laration that the development of 
the St. Lawrence waterway con- 
tingent on ratification of the treaty 
with Canada, would save $194,- 
000,000 annually for power con- 
sumers in the northeastern sec- 
tion of the United States was placed 
before President Roosevelt yester- 
day. 

This figure was reached by the 
New York State Power Authority 


as the result of a three-year sur- 
vey, ordered by Mr. Roosevelt be- 
fore he became President. The 
White House issued a summary of 
this report, declaring the findings 
would “vitally affect 7,000,000 cus- 
tomers for electricity.” 

As now proposed, St. Lawrence 
power would be distributed by pri- 
vate utilities. 

As for New York State proper, 
the summary said: 

“The cost of distributing  elec- 
tricity to homes and farms war- 
rants a rate schedule which would 
charge not more than 3% cents a 
kilowatt hour for a use of 50 kilo- 
watt hours a months instead of the 
average of 6 cents which these cus- 
tomers are now paying.” 

The report estimated that New 
York State’s total electricity bill, 
for consumers Jarge and small, 
would be cut $63,000,000 a year, or 
22 per cent. The report was based 
on a survey of the cost of distrib- 
uting power for residential use by 
private companies.

Power Board Head Says States 
Right Issue Is Raised by 
Special Interests. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Advis- 
ing his listeners not to be misled 
“by any false alarm about en- 
crpachment upon States’ rights,” 
Frank R. McNinch, Federal Power 
Commission chairman, yesterday 
asked State Commissioners to give 
“closest co-operation” in the regu- 
lation of public utilities. 
Addressing the National Associa- 
tion of Railroad and Utilities Com- 


missioners, McNinch said the Fed- 
eral and State regulatory bodies 
have “powers and duties that re- 
quire supplementing by those of the 
other.” 

Talk about States’ rights, he said, 
is “propaganda by the interests who 
desire to escape regulation.” 

“The Federal Power Commission, 
under the present Federal Water 
Power Act,” he continued, “neither 
exercises nor desires to exercise any 
jurisdiction in any administrative 
field of regulation where the State 
is now adequately administering or 
can through any additional legis- 
lation be empowered adequately to 
administer the affairs of these 
utilities to the full protection of 
the public. 

Industry Not Local. 

“But the power industry is neith- 
er wholly local nor wholly national 
in its scope and operation, and 
there are problems, such as the 
holding company domination of 
the operating company, which seem 
to invite the longer and stronger 
arm of the Federal Government. 

“By this means, State lines can 
be crossed and the production of 
necessary records and data be com- 
pelled. 

“Very cleverly it has been made 
to appear that the adverse inter- 
ests were the State and Federal 
sovereignties. That smoke cloud is 
rapidly disappearing before the 
emerging truth that the real con- 
flict in the public utility area is, not 
between State and Federal sover- 
eignties, but between the public in- 
terest on one hand and private fi- 
nancial interests on the other.” 

Objection by Alabaman. 

Commenting on McNinch’'s ad- 
dress, Frank P. Morgan, chairman 
of the Alabama Commission and 
vice-president of the National Asso- 
ciation, said the National Associa- 
tion would co-operate with the Fed- 
eral Power Commission. 

“Despite his very evident sincer- 
ity, however,” Morgan said, “Con- 
gress may take a different view 
and we must be on our goard to 
see no further encroachments are 
made on the rights of the States. I 
refer to the giving of further in- 
trastate regulations to any Federal 
Regulatory Commission.”

In restoring the dead dogs, Dr. 
Cornish injected arterially a solu- 
tion of defibrinated blood, saturat- 
ed with oxygen and containing a 
powerful heart stimulant, adrena- 
lin and heparin, (to prevent blood 
clotting). Then he applied artifi- 
cial respiration. 


DEFINITE SIGNS OF UPSWING 
IN CONSTRUCTION REPORTED 


Boom in Building Shares on Stock 
Exchange; 40.9 Pct. Gain in 
Permits in October. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—The first | 
convincing signs of an upward 
trend in building since 1925 were 
reported by observers today. 

On the Stock Exchange a boom 
in building shares reflects the sig- 
nificance attached to the tangible 
evidence of broadening  construc- 
tion activity, they said. A compila- 
tion of building permits by Dun & 
Bradstreet, Inc., for October dis- 
closed an increase of 40.9 per cent 
over the September figure and 42.9 
per cent over the total for October, 
1933. The normal seasonable Sep- 
tember to October increase is about 
2.5 per cent. Permits covering new 
building and improvements last 
month totaled $37,446,293, compared | 
with $26,567,925 in September and 
$26,198,342 in October, 1932. The 
figures embraced operations in 215 
cities. For the first 10 months. the 
total was $299,751,129, against $260,- 
739,318 in the like period last year, 
a gain of 15 per cent. 

In large measure. according to 
Dun & Bradstreet's survey, the gain 
last month was attributable to the 
Government-sponsored nation-wide 
appeal for home renovation. Everv 
section of the country has partici- 
pated in the recent uptrend, as 
shown in the figures on permits. 
New York City permits increased 
43.9 per cent in value last month 
over the September total.

SMALLEST IN 61 YEARS 


Drouth, Chinch Bugs and Ear 
Worms Blamed for 143,- 
336,000 Bushels Yield. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 13. — 
The Illinois corn crop, 36 per cent 
below that of last year and 53 per 
cent below the five-year average, is 
the smallest in 61 years. The esti- 
mated yield is 143,336,000 bushels. 

The Federal and State Agricul- 
tural Departments, in their No- 
vember crop report made public to- 
day, said the “prolonged record- 
breaking drouth and damage from 
chinch bugs and ear worms have 
resulted in an indicated yield of 
20.5 bushels per acre, the lowest on 
record in 61 years.” 

The northwestern and southeast- 
ern counties, the report said, had 
the best yields, elsewhere the ears 
vary from undersized to nubbins. 

Shucking, .he report said, is now 
about 50 per cent complete in the 
State. It also was noted that the 
acreage of corn harvested for fod- 
der and silage this vear is one of 
the largest on record. 

A production of 8,048,000 bushels 
of soybeans was indicated from pre- 
liminary reports and compared with 
4,350,000 bushels in 1933 and 3,969,- 
000 bushels for the five-year aver- 
age. 

The cowpea crop, it was reported, 
is about average but is 18 per cent 
greater than last year’s small crop. 
Due chiefly to a heavy increase in 
acreage, the report said, production 
of broom corn is one of the largest 
on record.

BASIS OF THE MOONEY APPEAL. 

The main argument on which Thomas J, Mooney 
ia appealing to the Supreme Court of the United 
States ia that the courts of California were unable to 
take cognisance ef evidence produced after the trial 
that a witness against him was guilty of perjury. 

The witness in question was one Frank C, Oxman, 
against whom streng charges ef perjury were made 
after the Mooney trial was over and while the Su- 
preme Court of California was considering the case 
on appeal, The trial Judge sent the evidence of Ox: 
man's perjury to the Attorney-General of the State, 
declaring his belief that a new trial was warranted, 
The Attorney-General handed it on to the Supreme 
Court, which took the position that it could not pass 
upon anything that was not already in the record of 
the case. The Supreme Court added that, under the 
cireumatances, the only relief lay in the Governor's 
power of executive clemency. 

This is the law in many states, one of the reasons 
for it being to assure an end to litigation. Mueh 
of the agitation for Mooney's release has revolved 
around the point, and perhaps his case never would 
have become a eause celebre if the Supreme Court of 
California could have remanded the ease for a new 
trial on the strength of the Oxman disclesures. What 
is frequently everlooked, se far as the Mooney case 
is eancerned, is that the remedy for the alleged de- 
fect in procedure—the Governor's pardoning power— 
has frequently been invoked, and in vain. 

Every Governor of California since Mooney’s con- 
viction in 1917 has been urged to grant Mooney a 
parden, and all those appeals for pardon have been 
aceompanied by a full description of the alleged Ox- 
So that, even though the Supreme 
Court was debarred from taking it into consideration, 
the Governors have not been. Al] of them, in deny- 
ing Mooney a pardon, have taken the pasition that 
even without Oxman's testimony, the evidence was 
sufficient to establish Mooney’s guilt. 

The Supreme Court ruling will be awaited with in- 
terest. If it holds that the practice in California of 
limiting appeals to the record deprives men of liberty 
in violation of the due process clause of the Constitu- 
tion, many states, in addition to California, will have 
te change their procedure.

Reginald McKenna told us 
shortly after the war that “if the broken 
rations of Burope are not restored, even the 
states still solvent will slip one by one into 
the general ruin.” Pew Americans believed 
that his warning could apply to this coun- 
try, and even today, when that warning has 
come to sound like prophecy, it is doubtful 
that any great percentage of Americans are 
ready to heed its implications. 

Dr, Butler remarks that “important prob- 
lems which are purely national have almost 
ceased to exist.” I think that observation 
is profoundly true. Indeed, it has been my 
experience that even important loca] prob- 
lems, problems which appear anertialiiine to 
have not even nationai significance, fre- 
quently are beyond satisfactory solution ex- 
cept from an internatioral standpoint.

His pre-fight 
gesture in agreeing to meet 
Dempsey without being guaran- 
teed a dime, where Dempsey was 
to receive $309.000, the fact that 
he was conceding 10 pounds or 
more in weight and seven years 
in age, and the uncompromising 
attitude of Dempsey’s manager, 
Kearns, in demanding’ every 
dollar of the guarantee, although 
the receipts did not justify the 
payment, put Gibbons on a ped- 
estal. 

When Gibbons lasted the limit, 
the ringsiders and the _ entire 
Middle West looked upon Gib- 
bons’ defeat as a “moral victory,’ 
and overwhelmed him with praise 
and adulation. 

This writer was on the train 
with Gibbons leaving Shelby after 
that fight and the journey to Min- 
neapolis was a real triumphal 
progress. At every station the 
train was halted and Gibbons 
called to the platform to address 
the crowd. 

At Minot, N. D., the through ex- 
press bearing Tommy was halted 
and a delegation from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce carried Gibbons 
off to the town where he had to 
address a huge gathering, the 
train meanwhile being held at the 
station until his return.

Cashed on a Gesture. 


IBBONS cashed all this on his 

gesture in agreeing to fight 
without a guarantee and to ac- 
cept a percentage of hypothetical 
receipts over $300,000. He won 
public sympathy when the gate 
fell below the figure required to 
take the show out of the red. 

From a purely fighting view- 
point, Gibbons did not earn the 
encomiums heaped upon _ him. 
While he held Dempsey for per- 
haps five rounds, when Jack lev- 
eled to his work Gibbons was 
badly punished. He was sick 
during the last three or four 
rounds of the fight and his de- 
fense for several rounds consisted 
in clinging to Dempsey’s gloves 
or arms.

FORMER CONVICT ON TRIAL 
FOR KILLING WEALTHY DENTIST 


His Death Penalty Had Been Set 
Aside After Withdrawal of 
Guilty Plea.

SHAWNEETOWN, IIL, Nov. 13.— 
The trial of Harold St. Clair, Ohio 
ex-convict, charged with the murder 
of Dr. Homer L. Meyer, wealthy El- 
dorado dentist, got under way in

take up most of the day. 

Dr. Meyer was found dead Mon-! 


house in Gallatin County between 
Eldorado and Equality by a search- 
ing party after he had been report-, 
ed kidnaped by St. Clair. St. Clair | 
was arrested four days later in New| 


Orleans, La., and was returned to 
Shawneetown where he pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to death 
in the electric chair. 

A few weeks later, however, 5t. 
Clair’s attorneys asked that the sen- 
tence be set aside and the plea of 
guilty be withdrawn and asked for 
a new trial on the ground that the 
defense had a reasonable self de- 
fense case to present to the jury.

Help Spread 
Tuberculosis 


Contact With Victims, Con- 
taminated Air, and Other 
Infection Sources.

LTHOUGH tuberculosis is not 
the menace it once waa, it is 
still a prominent name on the 
death lists and a potent cause of 
disability. In 1931 there were 80,562 
new patients admitted to the 6508 
apecial tuherculosis haspitals in the 
United States. There must have 
been many other cases cared for at 
home or in less special! hospitals. 
Considering that all these people 
were incapacitated for at least @ 
year or two, and required attend- 
ance in the way of physicians and 
nurses and hospital attendants, the 
amount of human life that is set 
aside for the purpase of taking care 
of our tuberculosis problem is very 
considerable. 

Of course, so far as the death rate 
is econeerned, it has been more than 
eut in half in the last 25 years. 
Twenty-five years ago the death 
rate from tuberculosis was 200 per 
100,000 living individuals. In 1929 
it was 70.4 per 100,000 in the 59 
largest cities. In some smaller cities 
the rate fell te between 13 and 20 
per 100,000. 

Another feature of the declining 
death rate from tuberculosis is that 
at only one time in 50 years has the 
rate gone up instead of down, and 
that was during the last period of 
the war and the first years of peace. 
Tuberculosis is not g@ very easy 
disease to catch. The body, con- 
trary to general belief,-is far from 
an ideal place for the growth of 
the tubercle bacillus. As a rule 
only repeated heavy infections pro- 
duce active tuberculosis even in 
Susceptible subjects, such as chil- 
dren. Nine out of ten of the gene 
eral population probably have had, 
at some time in their lives, a little 
tuberculosis, because in practically 
every body which is examined in- 
ternally after death, small healed 
spots, which were once active spots 
of tuberculosis, can be found. 

The ald idea that it ran in fami- 
lies is another half-truth. Years ago 
it was generally regarded as an 
hereditary disease, until the work 
of Villemin showed that tubercu- 
losig was inoculable -and spread 
from one infected individual] to an- 
other. The family of an infected 
individual is naturally more liable 
to exposure with heavy infections 
than those who live away from fre- 
quent contact with the germ. 

Infection with the bovine type of 
tuberculosis from dairy herds has 
largely been done away with 
through the vigorous public health 
examination of these herds. 

If we all get tuberculosis, how do 
we get it? Some of us, of course, 
from contact with infected individ- 
uals. Others by breathing in air 
that has been contaminated by 
careless spitters. There are many 
people with a chronic cough who 
have had tuberculosis for years, 
who are entirely unaware of it, and 
who carelessly expectarate in the 
street or in a public conveyance or 
room, where the sputum will dry 
and the tubercle germs embedded 
in it float in the air to be breathed 
in by other people. 

This, of course, is the funda- 
mental, primary cause of the de 
velopment of tuberculosis, but it 
also must have soil, and that is 
where our statistics, quoted above, 
are interesting, because it depends 
very largely on the state of nytriv 
tion of the person who becomes in- 
fected whether or not the disease 
will develop. Thus we see, by using 
the figures abaye, that those wha 
live in the cauntry, in the open alr 
and sunlight, far away from human 
crowding, are ane-fourth as sus- 
ceptible to it as city dwellers, and 
also that the incidence of tubercu- 
losis rises, as it did during the 
World War, when food is not had 
in abundance, and when nutrition 
of the general population is below 
par.
